(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Dec. 12. — The resignation of 
Controller Wnllace still continues to ex- 
cite public interest. He returned to the 
Capital from Toronto this morning and 
has been busily engaged all day at the 
department, packing up his private 
papers previous to his departure 
for Woodbridge to-night. On being 
seen by your correspondent before his 
departure, Mr. Wallace said that the 
statement of his position telegraphed 
from Toronto was sufficiently explan- 
atory of the situation, He simply de- 
sired to say that his resignation could 
not be interpreted pa a case of breaking 
away from the Conservative party, " be- 
cause," be added, " 1 consider "that I 
am true to the traditions of tiie party in 
my present course." 

As to what foundation there was for 
the report of an alliance between him- 
self and Mr. McCarthy, the ex-con- 
troller merely observed, as if to mark 
the distinction between them : " I have 
distinctly stated my position as being in 
accord with the poUcy of the Conserva- 
tive party; find the policy of the Con- 
servative puny in the province of On- 
tario litis always been against the ex- 
tension of the separate schools system 
here. Much more, I take a position 
against imposing a separate school policy 
upon the people of a province which has 
expressed an overwhelming preference 
for a system of non-sectarian educa- 
tion." 

A British Columbia eanner has writ- 
ten to the Fisheries department inquir- 
ing as to the prospects for the establish- 
ment of a salmon cannery in Hudson 
Bay. 

Representative men of both parties 
are agreed that a purely Protestant party 
in Canada can never succeed, and that 
if Wallace expects to form a party on 
these lines he will utterly fail. One prom- 
inent public man remarked to your cor- 
respondent to-tlay that the attempt had 
been made in the United States and it 
woefully failed. " It. was tried in Nova 
Scotia, way back in the fifties, and re- 
sulted in the utter rout of its adherents. 
Hon. George Brown rode the Protestant 
horse in Ontario for years and died a dis- 
appoii'ted politician. The thing won't 
do in u mixed community such as ours; 
the principle of live and let live must 
prevail."

NORTH ONTARIO. 

Secured by the Government Candidate With 
Probably the Greatest Total Vote 
Ever Polled There. 

Ottawa, Dec. 12. — (Special)— M;<Jor 
John A. McCillivray, Conservative, will 
be the successor of the late Frank Madill 
in the representation of North Ontario, 
having to-day been elected with a hand- 
some plurality over the Patron and Lib- 
eral candidates. There are three places 
which will not be heard from until to- 
morrow ; without these the figures stand : 

MctUllivray, Conservative 1,098 

Brandon, Patron 1,260 

Gillespie, liberal 1,065 

The complete returns will, it is be- 
lieved bring up Mr. McOillivray's vote 
to that secured by the late member at 
the general election of 1891, the highest 
ever recorded in this proverbially close 
riding. There is great satisfaction ex- 
pressed here at the result, as there had 
been some fear that tire resignation of 
Clarke Wallace so close to the polling 
might have caused a stampede of voters 
who in calm moments would favor the 
government policy. 

Winnipeg, Dec. 12. — Premier Green- 
way, interviewed to-night on the result 
of the North Ontario election, said : " I 
do not think anyone expected any other 
result. The Patrons and the Liberals 
had identically the same platform, which 
left the way open for the return of the 
government candidate. 1 do not think 
the election will have much effect either 
one way or the other on the govern- 
ment's action regarding the school ques- 
tion. It only goes to show what benefit 
the Patrons are to the country when it 
comes to an election." 



PROTECTION IN FRANCE. 

No More Foreign Tinned Meats to Be Sup- 
plied to the Army— The "Corner" 
in Leather. 

Paris, Dec. 12. — The chamber of de- 
puties yesterday, after the discussion of 
the military budget, decided that, ex- 
cept under unusual circumstances, no 
more tinned meats are to be supplied to 
the army after January 1, 181)7, except 
such as are manufactured in France or 
the French colonies. 

A resolution was adopted inviting the 
government to prosecute those who 
have been engaged in cornering leather. 
The minister of war, M. Cavaignac, ad- 
mitted that there had been a rise in 
leather, and intimated his intention to 
inquire if the Operations of the Ameri- 
can trust were responsible for it. He 
added that if it was proved that a 
leather ring existed in France the gov- 
ernment had power to deal with it. 

M. Miirsel-Haberl called attention to 
the monopoly of wheat and urged that 
the law be applied to defeat its objects. 
M. Cavaignac replied that the govern- 
ment had resolved to do so.

London, Dec. 12. — Sir Julian Gold- 
smid, the well known member of parlia- 
ment for South St. Pancras, one of the 
wealthiest »and most charitable of the 
Hebrews of England, is in a critical con- 
dition of health at Brighton. 

Herbert Krahan, alias Charles Rou- 
sell, who was recently returned to this 
country under extradition, was arraign- 
ed to-day and remanded for trial. Kra- 
han, or Rousell, was arrested in New 
York in the early part of October last 
while trying, it is alleged, to dispose of 
certain bonds of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Co., said to have been stolen 
from Winnifred Gordon. Krahan, in 
his defence, alleges that the bonds were 
his own property, and that they had 
been first stolen from him by Mrs. Gor- 
don, who is a widow, and who, accord- 
ing to Krahan, lived with him for over 
two years. 

It is announced that the Spanish cab- 
inet has decided to resign to-morrow 
owing to the fact that the recen!, popu- 
lar demonstration against the munici- 
pal authorities was also directed against 
the ministers of finance, justice and pub- 
lic works, who supported the municipal 
authorities. 

Advices received at Madrid from Hav- 
ana are to the effect that Captain-Gen- 
eral Campos has suddenly started from 
Matanzas. The insurgent generals 
Gomez and Maceo still continue to ad- 
vance their forces and are now encamped 
atJBaoz, in the province of Santa Clara. 

Senor P. F. Martinez, of Caracas, 
Venezuela, is in London. It is under- 
stood that he was sent to Great Britain 
on a secret mission by President Crespo. 

The Prince of Wales while shooting 
on Sir Edward Lawson's estate in 
Beaconsfield yesterday, had some grains 
of powder from his gun blown into his 
right eye. The doctor was summoned 
and applied fomentations and cocaine, 
which allayed the pain and allowed His 
Royal Highness to return to London in 
the evening. 

SOCIALISM IN GERMANY. 

Bitter Discussion in the Reichstag— The 
Kaiser's Denunciations Justified. 

Berltn, Dec. 12. — In the reichstag to- 
day Herr Hausmann, National Liberal, 
declared that the tone of the speech ot 
the minister of war, General Bronsart 
von Schellendorff, yesterday, when he 
said, among other things, that should 
the police fail and the army be required 
to deal with socialism, there would be 
no child's play, etc., lowered the stan- 
dard of the good taste of the house. 
Herr Hausmann made other remarks on 
the subjeet, which resulted in his being 
called to order. 

Dr. Schoensted, minister of justice, 
replying to Herr Hausmann's strictures 
on the administration of justice, said 
there was no such thing in Germany as 
one-sided justice. He added that the 
authorities were far from wishing to 
prosecute on the charge of iese majeste 
ngainst people who were guilty of 
thoughtless remarks. But, he con- 
tinued, the public prosecutors were 
doing their duty in prosecuting those 
who were found guilty of the carefully 
calculated insults which appear in the 
socialistic press. 

This called forth a vehement inter- 
ruption from Herr Liebknecht, the 
socialist leader, which led to his being 
called to order. 

Herr Bebel, who created the uproar in 
the reichstag yesterday, declared that 
the public proseeutors had a double set 
of ears, and that socialists were dragged 
to prison while a Hammerstein is allow- 
ed to escape. He had heard that there 
were letters from Conservative leaders 
containing outrageous cases of lese ma- 
jeste. The speaker was interrupted here 
by loud shouts of " Produce them ! " 

Dr. Schoensted, the Prussian minister 
of justice, replied that the offences must 
be judged according to the tendencies of 
the authors. He was of the opinion that 
the tendency of the socialists made their 
insults to tlie sovereign dangerous and 
penal. 

Chancellor von Hohenlohe said that 
the Emperor's declarations against the 
socialists were entirely justified. "I 
shall take care," said the Chancellor, 
"not to follow Herr Bebel's advice to 
restrain the Emperor from strongly ex- 
pressing his indignation in the future us 
he has done in the past." 



- VENEZUELAN QUESTION. 

Britain's Reply Will Not Be Made Public 
Until After the Return of the President. 

Washington, Dec. 12. — Lord Salis- 
bury's answer to Secretary Olney on Mie 
Ve ezuelan question will not be made 
public until the return of President 
Cleveland. It appears that Mr. Cleve- 
land was aware of the nature of the 
answer before he left and it is believed 
that he had the entire text by cable 
from Ambassador Bayard. This, how- 
ever, was a private communication and 
was not the formal submission of Great 
Britain's answer.

A British and Italian Gunboat Enter 
the Famous Passage— Reforms 
for Macedonia. 



Christians Attacked by Kurds- 
News From the Interior Increas- 
ing- in Its Horrors. 



London, Dec. 12. — The Standard's 
Constantinople despatch says : A spon- 
taneous movement is on foot in the pal- 
ice to consider a general scheme of re- 
form, especially for Macedonia, with a 
view to preventing further diplomatic 
pressure. 

The correspondent of the Times at 
Coustantiirjple says : " The ambassa- 
dors are devoting themselves to compil- 
ing a general table of massacres and 
others matters from the consular re- 
ports." 

Report says that a strong Turkish 
force on Tuesday twice attacked the 
position occupied by the Christians at 
Vryse in the island of Crete. The Turks 
lost 35 killed and wounded, while the 
Christians' loss was six. 

The panic which broke out at Galatea 
and Pera to-day on account of a rumor 
of disorders in Stamboul has subsided, 
and the shops were reopened when it 
was learned that the trouble wbb mere- 
ly a trifling brawl. 

The Daily News will to-morrow pub- 
lish a dispatch from Constantinople 
which says: " For dayB past Turks and 
Kurds have beer pouring into the 
ci ty from the devastated regions of Asia 
Minor. Their primary object is the dis- 
posal of loot which they obtained during 
the massacres. They were also hopeful 
of a richer harvest in the event of the 
Sultan's permitting a rising at Stam- 
boul. Their Btories, coupled with the 
display of plunder, have inflamed the 
lowest class of Moslems with an aching 
desire to attack the bazaars. 

" The news from the interior increases 
in horror with every mail. In places 
within a small distance, massacre and 
pillage are still of daily occurrence, and 
everywhere destitute Armenians, are 
flocking into the large towus, where 
there are no means of feeding them. 
No news has been received as yet from 
Zeitoun, and none is expected until all 
the people of Zeitoun have been killed. 
The district swarms with Bashi Bazouks 
and every road and bridle path is guard- 
ed with troops." 

A dispatch to the Associated _ Press, 
signed by a number of Armenians of 
Constantinople, says: "Armenia is in 
her last gasp. The work of extermina- 
tion continues. The number of people 
massacred reaches lOOVOOO, and half a 
million of survivors have taken refuge 
in the forests and mountains; where 
they aro feeding on herbs and roots. 
Hunger and cold have begun to make 
great ravages among them. In the name 
of humanity and Christianity save us." 

Washington, Dec. 12. — The Turkish 
legation has received the following cable- 
gram from the sublime porte under to- 
day's date, "The Armenians of Kalb 
(Bitlis) have protended that their be- 
longings were taken away during the 
various disorders by the Mussulmans. 
The Imperial authorities ordered an in- 
vestigation which established the falsity 
of this assertion, as well as the fact that 
these very Armenians had left to the 
care of their Mussulman neighbors all 
they possessed. The latter have since 
restored the goods to ther owners. The 
disorders of last month, it is clearly 
shown, never had a general character as 
neither the Greeks nor the Armenian 
Catholics had reason to suffer from the 
Mussulmans, whose only object was to 
take revenge on the long planned ag- 
gressions of the Armenian rioters." 

New York, Dec. 12. — A dispatch to 
the Herald from Vienna says Said 
Pasha has addressed a letter to Baron 
Colice, the Austrian ambassador in Con- 
stantinople, expressing regret at the 
misunderstanding which led him to take 
refuge in the British embassy. The re- 
ference to the German Emperor in Mr. 
Gladstone's letter has caused a bad im- 
pression here. 

Roue, Dec. 12. — A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople says the British gunboat 
Dryad and the Italian gunboat Archi- 
mede passed the Straits of Dardanelles 
to-dav. 



TIIETORRENS SYSTEM ENDORSED 

And Its Introduction Into British Columbia 
Unanimously Recommended by the 
Law Society. 

The Attorney-General, Hon. D, M. 
Eberts, presided yesterday evening at 
an important and well attended meeting 
of the British Columbia Law Society, at 
which the desirability of introducing the 
Torrens system of land registration into 
this province was the chief subject of 
discussion. The salient points of the 
system were thoroughly and clearly ex- 
plained by Mr. T. O. Towniey, registrar 
of titles at Vancouver, who prepared the 
land registry bill for presentation to the 
legislature two years ago. Afterwards 
the nature of the Torrens plan was 
thoroughly debated, and the following 
resolution, introduced by Mr. McPhillips 
and Mr. Bodwell, was unanimously 
adopted : 

" That in the opinion of this meeting 
the introduction of the Torrens system 
of land registration would prove bene- 
ficial ; aud it is strongly recommended 
that a bill of that character be introduc- 
ed at the approaching session of the pro- 
vincial legislature." 

A second resolution moved by Mr. 
Charles Wilson, seconded by Mr. Bod- 
well and adopted, recommended "that 
the winding up rules and Crown office 
rules be brought into force as Boon as 
possible." 

There was also a lengthy discussion in 
reference to the new tariff of costs; and 
it was decided that the judges be re- 
quested to promulgate it as soon as pos- 
sible.

"CLAIM JUMPING." 

Touch Editor : — Articles have appear- 
ed in the press throughout the province 
severely condemning " claim jumpers." 
No words can be too strong when appli- 
ed to the ordinary claim jumper, if such 
individual take advantage of some tech- 
nicality, such as a claim having been 
staked'out with stakes not quite up to 
the regulation size, or because possibly 
$99 worth of assessment work only has 
been put on during the mining season, 
instead of $100 as required by the act. 

It is only a miserable-minded individ- 
ual who would try and oust the original 
s taker on such pleas. But where is the 
line to be drawn ? 

Who is to determine when it would 
bo a commendable and public-spirited 
act to "jump" a claim, or when it would 
be a despicable thing to do so? For in- 
stance : A stakes a claim and records 
it on the 1st of May, 1895, he fails to do 
the amount of work prescribed by law 
during the year, also fails to adopt the 
option of paying the recorder .$100; on 
the 2nd of" May, 1896, B jumps the 
claim. Is B the veriest blackguard that 
goes unhung or has he done what is 
right in taking .up a claim which is un- 
lawfully held? Again, if A fails to re- 
cord his claim within the proper time 
and it is jumped because there is no 
evidence of a record, is B who "jumps" 

it to be everlastingly d d by the 

press. 

If the mineral act is not to govern in 
these matters, and the pi ess only to de- 
cide when a claim is abandoned and 
open to re-locat ion, it seems to me that we 
may as well have no law on the subject, 

To-day numerous claims are unlaw- 
fully held throughout the country, 
which, if in other hands, might be made 
a source of revenue to the province. As- 
sessment work is not done and they are 
kept locked up, merely because for any- 
one else to re-stake them would be 
looked upon as "jumping." 

Surely the mineral act must be lived 
up to, or else repeal it. The various 
articles published lately on the subject 
of " jumping " will, I tun afraid, have a 
tendency to keep claims unlawfully held 
lying dormant and undeveloped. The 
dread of public opinion and the press 
will prevent any bona fide miner from 
locating on or re-staking claims which 
should be worked. 

Ts a man to be permit. ed to enter pri 
vate property without the consent of 
the owner and stake oil' the property in 
mineral claims, or is he to comply 
with the law, obtain right of 
entry and give the necessary security for 
the protection of the owner of the sur 
face rights? 

Is the owner of the surface rights to be 
dubbed a "jumper" because he avails 
himself of the law for his own protec- 
tion, and ousts men who trespass upon 
his land? 

Why have laws? The man who 
evades them is made a saint of, and the 
one who seeks their protection is abused 
by the newspapers? Mi.vek. 



INSUFFICIENT GAME PROTECTION 

To tiie Editor : — For a number of 
years I have done a great deal of hunt- 
ing; in fact I have handled a gun ever 
since I was eight years old. 1 therefore 
know a great deal of the habits of deer, 
and I akn convinced that if the existing 
game laws continue in operation for the 
next five years there will not be enough 
deer left to render it necessary to hav 
mi}' game laws at all. I have killed 
nine does this year, six of them being 
barren, and I have only seen four fawns. 
I think 't a great mistake not to allow 
any does to be sold. During October 
and November, the running season, 
most of the deer are killed, and at this 
time the bucks are not in the least bit 
timid, so that there are moro of them on 
the market than at any other time. 

As fur as grouse are concerned, blue 
grouse are becoming more plentiful 
every year, for when the shooting season 
comes most ol them have gone to the 
mountains. Willow grouse are getting 
so scarce that if the farmers wish to 
keep any of them they will be compelled 
to domesticate a number of them. They 
are Incoming more scarce than deer. 
In my opinion they ought to be left alone 
for tiliout four years and then they would 
again become plentiful. They are no 
trouble to the crops. I have seen con 
siderable quantities of game killed up 
here in the spring and summerand their 
young left to die. 

There outrht to be a game warden up 
here who perfectly understands all about 
the matter, so that the game may have 
a chance. As it is, I would not be afraid 
to kill deer or grouse out of season with- 
out any concealment at all, and be per- 
fectly safe from prosecution.

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Question of the Constitutionality of 
the Act Argued Before 
Judge Harrison. 



Should His Decision Be Adverse to 
the Provir.ce an Appeal 
Will Be Taken. 



The first definite steps toward testing 
the constitutionality of the small debts 
act were taken at Nanaimo on Wednes- 
day when argument was heard before 
Judge Harrison in four cases, which 
brought the question of constitutionality 
to a more direct issue than the case ujioh 
which Mr. Justice Crease's judgment 
was delivered. In these four cases, two 
of which were from Nanaimo and two 
from Union, motions were made by Mr. 
Yarwood and Mr. Barker for an order 
prohibiting the stipendiary magistrates 
of Union and Nanaimo respectively 
from proceeding further with eases in 
the smalls debts court, on the ground ' 
that the small debts act was ultra virus I 
of the peorince. 

Mr. A. G. Smith, deputy attorney- 
general, in arguing that the act wiis 
ultra vires of the province, held that the 
, prerogative of the crown extended to 
the Lieut. -Governor as well as to the 
Governor-General and could be ex- 
ercised in all classes of subjects 
•which were within the legis- 
lative powf>r« assigned to the 
provinces. Subsection 14 of sec. 92 of 
the British North America act, gives 
provincial legislatures power to make 
laws in relation to the administration of 
justice in the province, including the 
constitution, maintenance and organiza- 
tion of provincial courts, both of civil 
and criminal jurisdiction, and including 
procedure in civil matters in those 
courts. Section 90 of the B.N. A. act 
states that " the governor-general shall 
appoint the judges of the superior, dis- 
trict and county courts in each province, 
except those of the courts of probate in 
Nova Scotia and New BrmiBwiek. In 
187(1 an act was passed by the legisla- 
ture of New Brunswick, establishing 
parish courts with jurisdiction up to $40, 
and presided over by so-called commis- 
sioners. The question of the validity of 
this act came before the Supreme Court 
of New Brunswick in 1877, and they up- 
held its validity, two out of five 
judges dissenting. The judgment 
of the court was bused on the ground 
that the province had a right to appoint 
the commissioners, because these com- 
missioners were not the judges meant 
by section l Jti of the British North 
America act. Then in theappeal before 
the Privy Council in July, 1892, of the 
Receivers of the Maritime Hank v. the 
Receiver-General of New Brunswick, in 
which it was decided that the province 
as representing the crown could take 
precedence as a privileged creditor of 
the bank, Lord Watson said " that the 
British North America act placed the 
constitutions of all the provinces on the 
same level and what was true of the 
legislature of Ontario had equal applica- 
tion to the legislature of New Bruns- 
wick — that a lieutenant-governor when 
appointed is as much a representative of 
Her Majesty for all purposes of provin- 
cial government as is the Governor- 
General himself for all the purposes of 
the Dominion government." This 
beinir the case, Mr. Smith argued that 
the legislature of British Columbia 
has as much right to give stipendiary 
magistrates jurisdiction in the small 
debts court as had the province of New 
Brunswick to pass the act constituting 
the parish courts with commissioners 
presiding over them. 

Judge Harrison reserved judgment, 
and should his decision declare the 
small debts act ultra vires, an appeal 
will immediately be taken to the full 
court.

DIED IN THE HARNESS. 

Rt. Rev. George Hills, D. D., Formerly 
Bishop of Columbia, Passes to 
His Reward. 

The Right Reverend George Hills, 
D.D., lirst bishop of British Columbia, 
was the onlv son of Admiral George 
Hills, R.N. , and was born at Kythorne, 
near Dover, in 1815. He was educated 
at King William's College, Isle of Man, 
and at Durham Univcrsitv, where he 
graduated If. A. in 1836 and M.A. 1838. 
He was ordained in 18-10, and after sc-rv- 
j ing in curacies atTynemouth ami Leeds, 
j where he greatly distinguished himself 
by his devotion during the cholera 
epidemic, he was appointed vicar ot 
Great Yarmouth in 1818. Here he 
worked for eleven years with a largo 
stall' of curates, and by his great organiz- 
ing power and indefatigable labors made 
it one of the model town parishes in 
England. So conspicuous, indeed, was 
his success that ho was always known 
at home as " Hills of Yarmouth,'' even 
after he had been for many years Bishop 
of Columbia. 

In 1859 he was consecrated by the 
A rchbishop of Canterbury, Sumner, who 
had known him as an undergraduate at 
Durham, and it is noteworthy that 
Bishop Wilbertoree of Oxford assisted at 
the consecration, who also ordained as 
deacon and priest the present occupant 
of the See. Bishop Hills' work in Brit- 
ish Columbia was characterized by un- 
swerving devotion to principle through 
good and ill report. No considerations 
of temporary advantage could induce 
him to alter a course which he believed 
to be the right one, and his firmness and 
evident high-mindedness gained lor him 
the respect of even those who were op- 
posed to his policy. He willingly sacri- 
ficed all that was his to give to the inter- 
ests of the diocese, nor did lie quit the 
scene of bis later life-work until advanc- 
ing years convinced him reluctantly 
that he must make way for a vounger 
man. For thirty-three years he admin- 
istered the affairs of the Church of Eng- 
land on this island, having in 1879 se- 
cured the division of the original dio- 
cese, wherein- Caledonia and New West- 
minster were made into separate bish- 
oprics. 

It is difficult at the present time to 
rightly estimate the value of his labors, 
the best and most lasting results of 
which are the least apparent. It is per- 
haps too much the custom to take as a 
matter of course those benefits for which 
others have toiled that they might be- 
stow them upon us. It is with religions 
as well as with other organizations. A 
generation arises which linds many aids 
to human happiness ready to hand, and 
does not greatly concern itself to inquire 
by whose efforts and at whose expense 
they have been provided. But were 
they withdrawn, and together with 
them the contingent advantages of their 
presence through the past, the measure 
of its debt of gratitude could be duly 
gauged. 

Sol content with having spent fifty- 
two years in active service, Bishop 
Hills, on his return to England, assumed 
the responsibility of a country parish. 
The former curate, now Bishop Sheep- 
shanks, of Norwich, appointed him to 
Parham Vicarage, Suffolk, so that he 
literally " died in harness." as had al- 
ways been his desire.

NORTH ONTARIO. 

The Xorth Ontario election has, as 
was generally expected, turned out 
favorably for the Government. The last 
account, up to eleven o'clock last night, 
was: McGillivray, 1,998; Brandon, 
1,266 j and Gillespie, 1,0(15, with three 
places to hear from. Gillespie, who is 
at the foot of the poll, is the Liberal can- 
didate. The Government candidate had | 
polled nearly two votes to the Oppo- 
sition's one. This must be a sore blow | 
and a great discouragement to the Grits. 

At the last two elections the parties 
were pretty evenly divided in the 
county. The Conservatives had a ma- 
jority, but, considering the number of 
votes polled, not by any means a large | 
one. In 1887, Madill, Conservative, | 
polled 2,050 votes, and Cockburn, Lib- 
eral, 1,892. This gave the Conservative 
candidate a majority of 15S. In 1891 
Mr. Madill polled 2, 2013 votes, and Mr. 
Cockburn 1,952. That year the Conser- 
vative majority was 254.. Yesterday, 
with three polling places to hear from, 
the Conservative candidate was 933 
ahead of the Liberal and 732 ahead of 
the Patron. The indications are that 
the Conservative vote will be very 
nearly, if not quite, as great as it was in 
1891. This does not show that the Gov- 
ernment has become unpopular in North 
Ontario, or that the defection of Mr. 
Wallace has had any perceptible effect 
on the election. The victory in North 
Ontario, in our opinion, will more than 
offset the desertion of Mr. Wallace. 



MR. WALLACE'S DEFECTION. 

The resignation of Mr. Wallace will 
not, we think, make much difference in 
the position of the Government. Their 
policy with respect to the Manitoba 
schools has been well known to the coun- 
try for some months. It was stated 
clearly and distinctly before the proro- 
gation of Parliament that if the Govern- 
ment of Manitoba would not undertake 
to settle the question before tiie New 
Year the Government would submit 
a remedial measure to Parliament when 
it met. This Mr. Wallace as well as 
everyone else knew. He might have 
believed that the Greenway Govern- 
ment would make some effort to redress 
the grievance of the minority before the 
session in January, and consequently no 
remedial measure would l>e necessary. 
Rut it seems to us that the proper thing 
for him to have done was to have re- 
signed as soon as he knew that the Gov- 
ernment proposed to carry out a policy 
of which he did not approve. It may 
be, however, that he was loth to gire up 
til's office and to part with bia political 
associates, and he concluded in the face 
of Mr. Bourinot's opinion of what was 
the constitutional course to take to keep 
up his connection with the Government 
until he was convinced that the Mani- 
toba Government were determined to 
maintain the stand they had taken. 



THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

The British C dumbia Board of Trade 
is an organization that has already done 
much good to the Province, and it is 
easily capable of doing much more. An 
association of intelligent and public- 
spirited men of business can do a very I 
great deal tevrds developing the re- 1 
sources of the country and towards mak- 
ing its capabilities and its advantages j 
known abroad. The information con- 
tained in its Report for 1895 has, we 
uiu' irstand, made British Columbia 
favorably known in many places in 
which it had previously been to most of 
their inhabitants little more than 
a geographical expression. It is hard 
to estimate the advantages that may 
and probably will accrue to the Pro- 
vince from the circulation of thai admir- 
able Report. The indefatigable Secre- 
tary of the Board has already in his 
possession strong testimony as to the 
high estimate formed of the Province 
from the facts and statistics which it 
contains. This fact should encourage 
the Board to continue its vork of en- 
couraging the industries of this Pacitic 
Province, of making its wants known 
to the Federal and the Provin- 
cial Governments, and of collect- 
ing all the information with regard to it 
which it is possible to obtain. The pre- 
sent is an important crisis in the history 
of the Province, and every man who 
wishes it well and who has an interest 
in its advancement should do his utmost 
to help it on. There are not many who 
have individually the opportunity to do 
much towards aiding the progress of this 
community, but as membersof an active 
and energetic trade organization they 
can do a vory great deal. We trust that 
every effort will be made to keep up the 
xeimlation and to increaso the useful- 



Tho Hon. David A. Wells proposes to 
contribute to the Popular Science 
Monthly a series of papers on Principles 
of Taxation. The November number 
contains the introduction, in which that 
able publicist says: "The evil of bad 
taxation is not merely economic, it is 
moral, and no argument can change its 
character." There can be no question 
as to the truth of this. A system of 
taxation which is baaed upon robbery 
is of necessity immoral, and no argu- 
ment that can by any possibility be pre- 
sented can change its nature — can make 
it moral. The system of taxation that 
goes by the name of " single-tax " is 
based upon robbery. Without whole- 
Hale robbery the single tax cannot be 
established in any civilized country. 

The fundamental principle of that 
system is that land should not, under 
any circumstances, be private property. 
On this principle the wdiole system is 
built. The first thing, then, that a Gov- 
ernment elected to establish the single- 
tax system would have to do would be 
to take from every property owner the 
land he claims to own, no matter how it 
came into his possession. And it would 
do this without giving him a single cent 
by svay of compensation. The Govern- 
ment would take possession of not 
only the great estates of large 
proprietors, and the land held by rich 
men in good situations for a rise in its 
value, but the lot which the hard work- 
ing mechanic had purchased with the 
savings of half a life-time. There 
would be no discrimination in favor of 
the poor man, the widow, or the orphan ; 
every square foot of land in the country 
would be seized by the Government. 
There would be no such person as a free- 
holder in the country. No man could 
bequeath to his family the land which 
he had honestly bought with his har 
earnings. The Government would bo 
the only land-holder, and all who oc- 
cupied and used the land would be inef 
feet tenants under the Government; and 
the only revenue which the Government 
would have for all its purposes would be 
the rent of that land — the single-tax 
And, we repeat, the Government would 
take the land from those who were pre- 
viously its owners without paying them 
the slightest compensation, 

When we made this statement some 
time ago it was vigorously contradicted 
by some who did not know what single 
tax meant, and by others wdio we fear 
did. But the advocates of single-tax 
have since been constrained to admit 
that their system requires the absorj 
tion by the State or Government i 
every inch of land in the country. That 
is to say, the very first preliminary to 
the establishment of the single-tax sys- 
tem must of necessity he to deprive, 
without their consent and without com- 
pensation, every man, woman and child 
of the land they own. What, we ask, i 
this but robbery ? — robbery, too, the 
most audacious and cruel that can be im- 
agined. Can any argument change 
the character of this policy ? Can any- 
one make that which is intrinsically dis- 
honest and from every point of view in- 
iquitous, by any arrangement of words, 
honest and just? It cannot be done. A 
good system of taxation cannot be built 
on acts of confiscation and robbery-. 

We are quite aware of the fact that 
there are men who consider themselves 
honest, who have argued themselves in 
to the conviction that the Command 
ment of the Decalogue "Thou shalt not 
steal " does not apply to land. But 
they are laboring under a strong and 
mischievous delusion. No amount, of 
fallacious reasoning or passionate decla 
mation can make wrong right. 

It is said that great advantages are to 
flow from this wholesale robbery, that 
the very men whose land has been 
stolen will, some day in the future, rise 
up and bless those wdio have robbed 
them. And here ia reiieic the sir.g 
taxers are strong. They deal largely in 
prophecy. They draw imaginary pic- 
tures of the state that society wdll bo in 
after their system Iiub been established, 
and many of their hearers are not abl 
or do not try, to distinguish between 
these baseless and absurd predictions 
and sound reasoning. But they may 
feel assured that a bad tree is not more 
likely to bring forth good fruit in the 
nineteenth century than it did in the 
first. 

Sensible men should consider that as 
soon as they are induced to admit that 
property in land is robbery, they are a 
good way on the road to join those who 
hold that all property is robbery. The 
same reasoning that convinces them 
now that all land iB rightfully the prop- 
erty of the State will soon lead them to 
believe that all means of production 
should be owned by the State, and from 
this to the conviction that all property 
is robbery is hut a short step. 

We see indications that that step has 
been taken already by a great many. 
What, we ask, is the tendency of such 
talk as this: " Society was rapidly be- 
ing divided into two classes, the pluto- 
cratic and democratic ; the former stand- 
ing for vested interests of a few as 
against the general interest, wdiile the 
latter represents the truest form of 
Liberty and equality, which spring from 
freedom of access to natural opportu- 
nities such as would result from the ap- 



plications of single-tax principles. What 
fraternity was there between one man 
who received $20,000 per year and an- 
other who only secured by the hardest 
toil .f500 per year." The suggestion is 
that there ought to be a levelling down, 
that the $30,000 man should be robbed 
in some form to enrich the $500 man. 
This principle followed to its logical 
consequences would take from men all 
desire to better their circumstances, for 
the man who had saved a thousand dol- 
ors would be regarded by the four or 
five hundred men who had not saved a 
cent as a plutocrat, and measures 
would be taken to compel him 
to divide with them. What fra- 
ternity, they would ask, could 
there be between the man who had a 
thousand dollars laid by and four hun- 
dred men as good as he who had not 
saved a cent for a rainy day ? The man 
wdio has [embraced the single-tax sys- 
tem, if he only knew it, has started on a 
steep descent which will land him, if he i 
does not take great care, in the slough 
of Anarchism which is at its foot. 
There are evils, no doubt, in the present 
condition of things, but the world as it 
is now is a paradise to what it would be 
if the single-taxers, the socialists and 
the anarchists were allowed to have 
their way. 

A STRINGENT ENACTMENT. 

The Hon. Mr. Casgrain has proposed a 
measure in the Quebec Assembly for 
the purification of elections. It is much 
needed in that province, and if it is 
honestly enforced it will effect a radical 
reform in the way in which elections 
are conducted. The complaint has 
been that Government contractors in 
Quebec are freely bled at elections, and 
it is said that contracts are given to men 
wdio can be trusted in order that they 
may be able to stand a good deal of 
bleeding. Mr. Casgrain is evidently de- 
termined to put a stop to the practice of 
making contractors a kind of treasurers 
for election purposes. His bill contains 
the following stringent clause, which 
seems drawn up so carefully as to make 
successful evasion of it impossible. 
Here it is : 

Whoever at any time, for the purpose 
of assisting the election of one or more 
members of the Legislative Assembly, 
and in view of obtaining a contract from 
the Government, or having obtained 
such contract, or having an interest 
therein, or carrying out the undertaking 
of which it is the object, or expecting 
the payment of the price of the enter- 
prise stipulated in the said contract, sub- 
scribes, furnishes, gives or promises to 
give and furnish any sum of money, value 
or consideration whatever, whether di- 
rectly or indirectly, by himself or 
through other persons, on his behalf, to 
anv person, is guilty of a corrupt prac- 
tice, and liable, upon conviction, in the 
discretion of the Court, to a fine of not 
less than one thousand dollars, and not 
more than double that sum, as well as 
to an imprisonment of no. less than one 
month nor more than twelve months; 
and, in default of the payment of the line 
so incurred, the offender shall be impris- 
oned for twelve additional months, un- 
less the line is sooner paid.

Men Who Came to the Province i 
Early Days Hold Their Anni- 
versary Dinner. 

They Spend an Evening of Feasting 
Toast and Song at the 
Occidental Hotel. 



Last night the Pioneers of British Col- 
umbia held their annual dinner at the 
Occidental hotel. The little band who 
formed the original members of the 
Pioneer Society is gradually bein 
thinned by the hand of Time, but under 
the constitution the sons of pioneers are 
eligible, so that tlie society is increasing 
■ in numbers and vigor every year. Over 
sixty people sat down to the excellent 
dinner prepared by Mr. Jensen, pro- 
prietor of the Occidental, and there was 
a hearty comradeship among those pre- 
sent which made the evening pass oil' 
far more pleasantly and successfully 
than the ordinary public dinner. The 
sturdy old men who have done their 
part in the old days to bring 
British Columbia into the proud 
position she to-day occupies in 
the Dominion have, many of them, not 
by any means retired from the work-a- 
day world. Round the table were to be 
seen men who to-day are foremost in 
business and public affairs in the city, 
and though there were others who had 
not been so fortunate in the battle of 
life, all looked happy and contented. 
It was hail fellow well met with every- 
body, and a right jolly time waa the re- 
sult. A long dining table ran the 
length of the nicely decorated dinar 
room. At the head sat the president, 
Aid. Humphrey, and at the table of 
honor were Chief Justice Davie, Mr. 
Earle, M.P., Mr. Eure, L". S. Vice-Con- 
sul, linn. J. FT. Turner, Premier of the 
province, Lt.-Col. Prior, M. P., Presi- 
dent Flint of the Sons of Erin, T. J. 
Burnes, president of the B. C. Benevol- 
ent Association, and ex-Aid. Lovell. 

This was the twenty-fifth annual din- 
ner of the society, which was, as the 
banner behind the President's chair 
stated, organized on April L'S, 1871. The 
officers this year are : President, Aid. 
Humphrey; vice-president, T. J. Part- 
ridge; secretary, A.Graham; treasurer, 
E. J. Thain; physician, Hon. J. S. 
Ilelmcken ; auditor, C. Booth; directors 
— H. P. Orton, C. Morley, Chief Shep- 
pard, T. Flewin, E. C.Johnson; and the 
janitor is Mr. R. Ridley, one of the best 
known and oldest members of the so- 
ciety. 

The menu, which was an excellent 
one, included of course the pioneer 
dish, which is to the pioneer 
what haggis is to the Scotchman — 
"Paeon and Beans." "I've eaten 
worse beans than those," remarked one 
stalwart old-timer, with a keen remem- 
brance of the time when he was glad to 
get such fare in the old days. Every- 
one was expected to taste the famous 
dish.

At the dessert was placed on the table 
Mr. Graham, the secretary, read the 
following letter of regret from the Lieut. - 
Governor : 

" My dear Mr. Graham — Will you 
kindly convey to the president and mem- 
bers of the B! C. Pioneer Society my re- 
grets at not being able to be with them 
this evening. 1 intended running in to 
pass a few hours with my brother Pio- 
neers after attending a concert I had 
promised to patronize, but I find I have 
to give up both pleasures, not being quite 
up to my usual good health, and think- 
ing discretion the better part of valor. 
I should very much have liked to have 
talked over old times. Pray extend to 
my brother Pioneers my kindly greeting 
and wish them for me a pleasant even- 



ing. You might ask the president if he 
recollects my pulling him out of a hole 
in the ice he had fallen through on the 
Omineca river in the winter of 1S70-71.

A letter of t egret was received from 
Mayor Teague, who was unable tn be 
present. 

Then came the toast list. The Queen, 
Prince of Wales and Royal Family hav- 
ing been loyally honored, the President 
of the United States was proposed by 
the Chairman and eloquently responded 
to by U. S. Vice-Consul Eure, who, 
while speaking with pride of his. coun- 
try and President Cleveland, referred to 
the peaceful relations of his country 
with the British Empire, and predicted 
that they would both continue to live 
side by side in harmony and friendship. 

The Governor-General having been 
toasted, a song from Mr. Flewin fol- 
lowed. 

The I. ieut. -Governor was proposed by 
Mr. J. B. Lovell, who referred to the 
fact that it was thirty-six years ago that 
he greeted Hon. Mr. Dewdnev on his 
arrival in this country. The speaker 
had gono up the Eraser in the old 
Beaver, and went on to Bridge river 
and the mines. " tirass getting short," 
as he expressed it, he returned to West- 
minster and got work on a survey party 
under the charge of Mr. Dewdney. 
From that time they had been good 
fr iends, and he was proud of the posi- 
tion Mr. Dewdney had taken in the 
country. Governor Dewdney was the 
same jolly, good-natured, kindly man 
now as he was then, and an honor to 
the province and pioneers. (Great ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. A. Graham proposed • the Dom- 
inion Senate and Commons and the Pro- 
vincial Legislature. 

Mr. Earle, M.P., in replying for the 
Senate and Commons, spoke of the im- 
mense progress Canada had made since 
the earlv si sties. .Now she had 1(1,000 
miles of railways, built at a cost of 
eight hundred million dollars; she had 
a canal system worth eighty million dol- 
lars, giving a system of navigation ex- 
tending 2,000 miles inland. He then al- 
luded to the pioneers and the good com- 
radeship and friendly feeling that the 
men who came to the province in early 
days had for one another.

SONS OF ENGLAND CELEBRATE. 

Tlie Banquet in Honor of the Twenty-First 
Anniversary Largely Attended and 
Heartily Enjoyed. 

Sixty-three members and guests of the 
Sons of England Benevolent Society sat 
down at the banquet given in the Globe 
restaurant last evening in celebration of 
the twenty-first anniversary of the order. 
Both local lodges — Alexandra, No. 116, 
and l'ride of the Island, No. 131 — which 
have a total membership of about one 
hundred Britishers, were largely repre- 
sented, and the dinner afforded an ex- 
cellent opportunity for the expression of 
the general good feeling. In the arrange- 
ment and in the generosity of the spread 
they bore the tables reflected un- 
qualified credit on Mrs. White, proprie- 
trix of the restaurant, and there was no 
stint to the national dishes in which 
Englishmen delight. Col. Prior presid- 
ed at the head of the tallies and to his 
right sat District Deputy Brother Plows. 
To his left, Postmaster Shakespeare and 
the Past Presidents of both lodges occu- 
pied seats. Queen Victoria's health was, 
of course, the first toast proposed, and 
in this Cot. Prior paid an eloquent 
tribute to the illustrious lady. Before 
opening the toast list, however, he read 
a letter from Mr. E. Crow Baker regret- 
ting his inability to attend. The second 
toast, proposed by Mr. .1. T. Taylor, 
president of Alexandra lodge, called 
Col. Prior again to his feet, it having 
been, he said, the fourth time this fall 
in which he has had similar occasion to 
speak for the " Army and Navy." Al- 
though the British Army is compara- 
tively small, it always gave a good ac- 
count of itself.

that number or more would enthusias- 
tically volunteer.

The Resolution Proposed in the 
House of Representatives 
by Mi. McColl. 



Not an Impeachment, but a Censure 
of the Minister's Recent 
Deliverances. 



Washington, Doe. 12.— There is a 
Htrong possibility Unit when the huuso 
committee on foreign affairs pomea to 
consider the matter of Ambassador Bay- 
ard's two speeches it may recommend 
the action proposed by Mr. McCall's re- 
solution, which is as follows: 

"1 do impeach Thomas F. Bayard, 
United States ambassador to (heat Brit- 
ain, of hitch crimes and misdemeanors, 
on the following grounds: 

"Whereas, The following report of a 
speech delivered before the Edinburgh 
Philosophical Institution by Hon. Thom- 
as F, Bayard, ambassador of the United 
States of America at the Court of Great 
Britain, is published In the London 
News, under date of November 8, 1895.'' 

Mr. McCall then quotes an Associated 
Prfss dispatch containing the report of 
the speech and the comment, and closes 
as follows : 

" Whereas, Such reflections upon the 
government, policy and people of the 
United States by an ambassador of the 
United States in a foreign country and 
before a foreign audience is manifestly 
in serious disregard of the proprieties 
and obligations which should be observ- 
ed, by an official representative of the 
United States abroad and calculated to 
injure our national reputation ; be it 

" Resolved, by the house of represent- 
atives, That the committee on foreign 
affairs be directed to ascertain whether 
such statements have been publicly 
made, and if so to report to the house 
such action as shall be proper in the 
premises. For (lie purpose of this in- 
quiry the committee is authorized to 
send for persons and papers." 

The question of impeachment is not 
before the house or the committee in 
any way, for when the resolution was 
disposed of the words " by impeachment 
or otherwise '.' were stricken out, leaving 
a simple direction to the committee to 
report to the house what action should 
be taken in the premises. It is eon- 
ceded by the Republicans that the pro- 
position to impeach was not intended 
seriously, but was iv erelya parliament 
ary move to secure debate on the am- i 
bassador's conduct. Mr. McCall says J 
that it won d be unfair for the house to 
assume that President Cleveland has ! 
not suggested to the ambassador that 
his speeches were improper, and unfair 
to Mr. Bayard for the house to censure ! 
him if the President has done ao al- 
ready. This view is taken by the pro- i 
minent committeemen. 

In case the President should reply | 
that he has not communicated with the 1 
ambassador, there is some sentiment 
that the house should censure him, and I 
it is suggested that this might be done, ! 
either by a separate resolution orin eo;;- ! 
nection with the appropriation for the ' 
ambassador's salary when the diploma- 1 
tic appropriation bill comes before the j 
house. In case nothing is done before j 
Mr. McCall thinks that a motion to in- I 
corporate a censuring clause in e he ap- 1 
propriation bill will be made when that | 
bill comes before the house. While , 
there are no conspicuous precedents for i 
congressional censure of a diplomatic 
representative, it is said to be in order 
for the house to censure such an official 
or ask the President to recall him. 



HEALY OF THE U.S. " BEAR." 

Trial Board to Meet in San Francisco to 
Hear the Testimony Submitted. 

Washington, Dec. 12.— Capt. Shoe- 
maker, of the revenue cutter service, 
has received full and specific charges, i 
signed by three officers .;f the Behring 
sea patrol fleet, against On Healy, of 
the cutter Bear. General charges were 
sent forward some time ago, to which 
Capt. Healy made a general denial. A 
trial board, to consist of three or five I 
officers of equal rank with Capt. Healv, | 
will be convened at San Francisco early ; 
in January, at which a large number of 
officers and men will testify. Lieut. 
White, one of the signers of the original 
charges, now being out of the service, 
will not appear at the trial. It is prob- 
able only two officers now on the Paci.ic 
coast will be designated as members of 
the board, as many of them will be call- 
ed as witnesses. The other members' 
will be sent from the East. 



DRAPERY COVERED WALLS. 

Directing by Which Cretonnes, Silk and 
Wl Mien GouiIh JIny lie Employed. 

In banging walls with drapery fabrics 
the first step is to measure the rooms 
for tjio covering. The room must be 
furred all round tho top of the walls and 
round tho top of the baseboard, man- 
tels, doors and windows, with double 
furring up and down in each corner, one 
piece for each section. Fur also around 
tho gas pipes, removing tho brackets so 
that tho covering can bo put over tho 
pipe. Uso pine furring one-quarter of an 
inch thick and 2 inches wide, put on 
with French wire nails. 

If there is to be a frieze or dado, 
there will have to be furring where this 
joins tho body of the wall. 

Cut the goods off for each section, 
matching the figures, and press the seams 
before tacking on. Each section, or that 
portion lying between two corners, is to 
bo made and put on separate from tho 
others. No corners can bo turned with 
whole goods except those projecting into 
the room. In cutting tho goods, atten- 
tion should bo paid to the figures, to 
show thorn to tho best advantage. If at 
all conspicuous, bring tho center figure 
into the middle of each section. Tho 
goods aro to bo tacked on flat — that is, 
without tinning under, as tho molding 
or gimp would not fit sowoll over them. 

Stretch tightly along tho top and bot- 
tom and stretch over and tack to tho 
corner tarings at each sido. Keep tho 
tacking close to the angles, so it can bo 
easily covered by tho gimp, cord or 
molding. Begin by centering tho goods 
and tack them to the center of tho space. 
Draw over to tho corners each way and 
uso a plumb lino to got the seams and 
breadths exactly perpendicular, and bo 
careful not to stretch tho top and bot- 
tom so much that tho sides will not 
come over far enough to make tho seams 
straight. Tho fabric should all bo got 
into place with stay tacks beforo tho 
final tacking on. 

If silk or other thin material is used, 
tho walls must first be covered with 
strong cotton cloth, tricked on tho same 
as rho outside covering, only not so close 
to tho angles. I!' tho wall covering is to 
bo plaited instead of boing put on flat, 
a liberal allowance must bo mado for 
tho plaits, not over double tho quantity 
being required, and often less, accord- 
ing to tho texture of the goods and tho 
manner of plaiting. 

All tho tacking is to bo covered with 
molding, gimp, cord or other trimming. 
Gimp or cord trimming can bo fastened 
on with glue hotter than any other 
method. Use cold flsh gluo as being 
more convenient and safer to haudlo 
t hen hot glue. Tack one end of tho gimp 
firmly in tH e.jruer, gluo only as much 
of tho giniy or trimming at ono timo as 
can bo handled conveniently; uso tho 
gluo liberally. Smooth tho gimp care- 
tally hi its place and secure it with 
tacks, which are to bo removed when 
the gluo is sot. There aro other methods 
for f- stoning the trimmings, such as 
tacks with iaigo heads covered with 
goods, etp. 

Cretonnes aro now put on with paste 
simi lar to paper hangings, but for silk 
or woolen goods furring and tacking is 
the only method, according to Painting 
and Decorating, authority for tho foro 
going. 

Secret »>f Good Lemonade. 

The secret of good lemonade, accord- 
ing io a correspondent of tho New York 
Times, is making it with freshly boiled 
water. .For a quart of lemonade tako tho 
juice of 3 lemons, using tho rind of ono 
of them. Bo careful to peel the rind 
very thin, getting just tho yellow out- 
side; then cut into pieces and put with 
the juice and powdered sugar, of which 
uso two ounces to the quart, in a jug or 
jar with a cover. When the water is just 
at the tea point, pour it over tho lemon 
and sugar, cover at onco and let it get 
cold. Try this way once, and you will 
never make it any other way. 



Strawberry Saracen. 

Lino tho bottom of a china dish with 
slices of thin buttered toast. Fill the 
dish v ith strawberries closely packed. 
Sprinkle sugar generously over thorn 
and set in a slow oven for half an hour 
or so. Servo cold with whipped cream.

New York, Dec. 12. — The stock 
market to-day retained the irregnlar 
movement which has recently character 
ized its dealings.

After a day's delay on the Columbia 
owing to the unfavorable state of the 
tide for crossing the bar, the 0, K. & N. 
steamship Mount Lebanon arrived in 
port yesterday morning, having dis- 
charged all but 75 tons of her Oriental 
cargo at Portland and loaded a big 
freight for her return trip. The ship re- 
ceives here 200 tons of coal as fuel and 
200 tons of lime for Honolulu, whither 
the steamer goes from this port. Leav- 
ing to-day she, too, will have a good op- 
portunity to be on the lookout for the 
missing steamship Strathnevis. 

The British bark Duke of Argyll, 
which sailed for Adelaide on August 12 
with a cargo of lumber from the Hast- 
ings mill, arrived at her destination on 
the 2nd inst.

A Vienna dispatch to tbo Ti nes says: 
'•News was received from 'i'reniicud to- 
day of fresh atrocities. Th" h shop and 
five ecclesiastics were burned alive while 
seeking refuge in a building. Frcstb out- 
rages have occurred in oii er purts of 
Asia Minor." 

The Standard's Constantinople corres- 
pondent says : " The Porte is absolutely 
deserted by ministers, who bide day and 
night at the palace, where confusion 
reigns supreme." 

A dispatch to the Daily News from 
Constantinople reports tlie arrest by 
palace officials and the subsequent liber- 
ation of the chief messenger of the Brit- 
ish post office, who is an Armenian. 

New York, Dec. 12. — A cable dispatch 
received by the Christian Herald, says : 
" News received from Van states t;.at 
fully oO.OOO refugees are crowding the 
ci*y from 200 villages which have been 
destroyed in the province of Van. The 
Turks are greatly hampering the relief 
work conducted by Dr. Grace Kimball 
and her missionary associates. Mission- 
ary work is necessarily suspended for 
the present. The schools are closed.

THE BOUNDARIES REDEFINHD, 

Oi Two Important Mining Divisions of West 
Kootenay— New Companies Incorporated. 

Yesterday's issue of the British Colum- 
bia Gnzetto notes a rearrangement of 
the boundaries of the Trout Lake and 
Ainsworth mining districts in "West 
Kootenay, the following definitions be- 
ing substituted for those published in 
March of last year : 

"Trout Lake Mining Division — Com- 
mencing at a point on the eastern bound- 
ary of West Root-may; thence west 
along the southern boundary of the Ule- 
cillewret mining division to the eastern 
boundary of the Lardeau division; 
thencesoutherly along the eastern bound- 
ary of the Lardeau division to its junc- 
tion with the Slocan division ; thence 
easterly along the northern boundary of 
the Ainsworth mining division to the 
Lardeau river; I hence northeasterly to 
the eastern boundary of West Kootenay 
district (crossing the Duncan river at a 
point to include the southern water- 
sheds of .he Cameron or Hall Creek and 
East Creek) ; thence following the east- 
ern boundary of West Kootenay district 
to the point of commencement. 

"Ainsworth Mining Division — To 
include all the country on the rivers, 
streams and tributaries thereof flowing 
into Kootenay lake north of Goat River 
mining division, except those portions 
of the Lardeau and Duncan rivers in- 
cluded in the Trout Lake mining divi- 
sion." 

The incorporation of several new min- 
ing companies is also officially an- 
nounced oy the Gazette. Among them 
are the Cumberland Mining Co. and the 
Sunshine Mining Co., both of Three 
Forks, each of which is capitalized at 
(500,000: the trustees of both companies 
are N. D. Moore of Three Forks, W. H. 
Yawkey of Rossland, and W. C. Yaw- 
key of Detroit, Michigan. The Peter's 
Creek Gold Mining Co. of Cariboo is the 
stvle of a new Vancouver syndicate, 
with capital stock of $25,000 , f which 
the trustees are C.S. Douglas, W. Hanson 
Boorne, J. I). Peebles, C. J. Loewen and 
R. G". Tatlow.
